In wartime, common 'danger bcRct.i com- 
mon, all-out prrort.

Ing. as Mr. naruch say.-; Ihey mu.st nRaln be 
willing, to "contribute what Is ret]ulred In 
moderation, self-restraint and, It necessary, 
sacrifice," 

War wn.stes money and material and pro- 
perly, as well as lives. Its pro.secutlon de- 
mands a more authoritarian head of gov- 
ernment than a democratic people would 
tolcnite In time of peace. Yet war calls forth 
In nil of us some commendable traits of unity. 
Industry, charity and straight thlnklnft. 

Those traits would be particularly wel- 
come In the collective mind of connress to- 
day. Tlie members arc now called upon to 
decide whether there Is to be a bloodless 
battle for peace In Europe and, It there Is to 
be one, to plan iU .-itrategy. This task needs 
statesmanship that resembles our wartime 
generalship. 

Planning, Integration and production — 
those were the three problems that had to 
be solved at home before our troops could win 
battles on distant fields. Tho.se arc the three 
problems which must be solved at home agtiln 
before the bloodless battle can be won In 
Europe. 

Mr. Banich did the foreign relations com- 
mittee and the congrcw nnd the country 
a great service when he presented those prob- 
lems In their proper perspective. We do not 
flay that his plan is perfect, or that his rccom- 
' mendatlons should be carried out without 

' gncstlon. Wo do say that a program of Eu- 
ropean aid cannot be carried out successfully 
without/ some counterpart of his wisdom, 

JvJslon and objectives. 

> "By It-self this legislation cannot brine 
peace," Mr. Baruch told the committee. "It 
is a beginning, not the end. If Its objectives 
are to be realized. It must be accompanied by 
two further actions — we must stabilize 
America for pence; we must develop a global 
strategy for American peacemaking."

SIR. CLARK'S VISA VETOES 

TJie saying that "we grow to resemble 
what we hate" .seems to fit some of our gov- 
crnment'.s dealings with eomiiumlsts cm- 
bnrras,slngly well. We refer .specifically to 
the Justice department's tlealhiKS with alien, 
non-resldcut, non-Husslan comnumlsta and 
former communists. 

The situation Is not new, but It doesn't get 
any better. Attorney Oenernl Clark Is armed 
with a 30-year-old law that bars alien an- 
archists ant! other.'i advocating overthrow of 
the government from thLs country, except at 
the Attorney General's discretion. 

We recall that a correspondent of a French 
communist paper was admitted to the United 
States on a very short leash. He could cover 
the U. N. dolng-s, but nothing else. And he 
could not travel farther than from New York 
to suburban Lake Success and Flushing 
Meadow Park, ■", 

Later a Greek and an Indian correspondent, 
communists or .suspects, wound up on Ellis 
Island. Oscar Nclmcyer, a Brazilian archlt- 
ect.,was allowed to enter as a U. N. consultant, 
but he couldn't lecture on archllccturc at 
Yale. 

Now, Miguel Acosta Salgnes, dean of Vene- 
zuela'.'; School of Joiirnall;;m, ha,s been denied 
a visa on the grounds that he was once n 
communl,st, TlUs. In spite of the fact that 
the American consulate In Caraca-s has his 
statement that he Is no longer a member 
of the Communist party. 

It might seem that Mr. Clark might make 
some exceptions In the Interest of good sense 
and good nelghborllness. Our government 
has reason to stay on good terms with both 
South American countries, Brazil, the south- 
ern continent's largest country, h.TS outlawed 
^ommunlsm. Yet Mr. Nlcmeyer Is not only at 
large, but apparently In such good graces that 
he is being permitted to help plan the U. N. 
headquarters, 

Venezuela Is an Important source of oti 
for this country. It Is also the closest thing 
lo a U. S.-type democracy In nil South 
America. Her communists form a small min- 
ority party. Mr, Clark's treatment of one 
of her prominent citizens seems short-sighted 
OS well 05 high-handed— especially since Dr.
